OF MAN ON MAKE 


"Man's life’s a vapor, full of woes,”’ runs an old 
song, “he cuts a caper, down he goes.” For centu- 
ries priests and sages and indeed history itself 
have been telling us that man and his earthly works 
will be destroyed by change and fall to dust. But 
with a stubbornness that 
frequently achieves great- 
ness, man goes on work- 
ing as if the monuments he 
raises, the governments he 
sets up, the art he pains- 
takingly fashions could 
last forever. In this issue 
LIFE presents the thrill- 
ing and inspiring stories— 
from the distant and medi- 
um past and from the pres- 
ent—of some such efforts. 

The new master of Cuba, for example, is a young 
diehard idealist named Fidel Castro (p. 10).

Soon it may become the Morgan Guar- 
anty Trust. Though old J.P.’s most personal monu- 
ment takes a new form, others he created live on— 
his art collection, the big corporations he formed. 

The closest man ever comes to scoring perma- 
nently over change and decay is illustrated by the 
essay on a 2,800-year-old golden bowl found in 
Iran. A soldier, whose skeleton was uncovered 
with the bowl, saved it in 
a holocaust. He was just 
doing his duty, not worry- 
ing about posterity. But 
his brave act preserved the 
record of a people and cul- 
ture buried and forgotten 
by history—and thus gave 
them a chance to survive 
in the minds of men. 

And as we were going 
to press another of man’s 
great thrusts took place— 
the Russian rocket to the moon. On page 29 we 
take note of this effort, which may result in the 
first man-made orbit of the sun.

Ido not believe that any Harvard economist holds 
that view, There are some economists at Harvard who 
hold that it is most difficult to stabilize the price level 
without reducing output substantially below the level 
that it would otherwise be. These economists would, 
of course, much prefer stable prices and maximum 
output to a creeping inflation and maximum output. 


But choices have to be made, I think most of us prefer 
4.5% rise of output and a 1% to 2% inflation to stable 
or declining output and stable prices.

A MAJOR ECONOMIC ADVANCE 


EUROPE MARCHES TOWARD FREER TRADE AND PROSPERITY WITH 


‘Three separate events last week combined 
for a major turning point in the economic 
history of the Western world. Six nations 
of Europe made the first tariff reduetion in 
their program for ultimate merger in a com- 
mon market, The same six plus seven other 
nations abruptly cast off a good part of the 
shackles on their currencies, making them 
more nearly convertible with the dollar. And 
one nation, France, whose habit of living 
beyond her income has been a chronic drag 
on the progress of her neighbors, suddenly 
pulled up her socks with a whole new ¢ 
nomic policy. Some week! 

‘To realize what has happened, remember 
that most governments of Europe have been 
using their currencies as a weapon of de- 
fensive trade warfare ever since World War 
I. This weapon, known as exchang 
trol, is just as potent as direct trade controls. 
since trade and payments are opposite sides 
of the same coin, ‘The Europeans have used 
exchange controls somewhat against each 
other, but mostly against the U ause 
Europeans wanted more U.S. goods than 
they could pay for, their governments mo- 
nopolized the needed dollars and refused to 
allow their own currencies to be exchanged 
freely 

‘These anti-dollar controls have now been 
eased, though not eliminated, by 13 nations. 
Their currencies are now “externally” con- 
vertible: they can be turned into dollars by 
nonresident holders, but not by their ewn 
people. Thus an Englishman still cannot buy 
all the American (or French) goods he wants, 
no matter how many pounds he has; nor 
can an [talian with his lire. But a foreign 
owner of currently earned pounds or lire 
can now exchange them in London or Rome 
for dollars or any other currency he wants. 
‘This seems a rather short step forward, but 
it is in the direction of a yery important 


P con- 


goal: the free and full convertibility of all 
major currencies, That will be a great boon 
to U.S. exports when it comes. 

‘To achieve even “nonresident” convert- 
ibility, Europe has come a long and thorny 
way since 1946. First its politicians had to 


learn to stop the domestic inflation of their 
currencies by fiscal toughness. At the same 
time they had to rediscover the uses of intra- 
European cooperation. This has been an 
uneven and complex process of which the 
focus is an institution in Paris left behind 
by the Marshall Plan, the Organization for 
European Economic Cooperation, O.E.E.C. 
has carefully nourished a system of non- 
discriminatory trade and paymeats among 
7 European members, even while as a 
group they continued to discriminate against 
the dollar, But the rapid increase of intra- 
European trade, facilitated by 0.E.E.C., has 
been paralleled since 1952 by a steady in- 
crease in Europe’s gold and dollar reserves. 
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which in turn has made it possible for Eu- 
rope to relax its discrimination against the 
U.S. and buy more dollar goods 

The three upward trends are reciprocat- 
ing (see chart) and point to the day when 
all Atlantic currencies can be stable and 
fully convertible, when other trade restrie- 
tions are steadily dismantled. when U.S. 
goods are freely sold in Europe and vice 
versa, yielding more prosperity all around. 
That goal is still distant, but there is less 
doubt and disagreement about it now than 
at any time since World War II. 

After an ill-starred attempt at partial con- 
vertibility in 19: Britain since 1952 has 
been steadily pursuing the goal through a 
policy known as “convertibility by stealth.” 
Germany's progress toward converti 
has been swift and straight. But neither 
Britain nor Germany could decently take

“Grand Design™ includes a sharp devalua 
tion of the franc, a more liberal 
cy and a tough anti-inflafionary budget. It 
raises taxes, withdraws subsidies and wage

escalation, halves the expected deficit, 
creases military and investment expendi- 
tures, lets the price of bread, wine and to- 
bacco go up.and in general imposes sacrifices 
on every side, It is as though Eisenhower 
were to propose eliminating all farm and vet- 
cran subsidies. with other reforms in pro- 
portion, It means that French prices will 
conform more closely to real market values 
and that budget expenditures will he cov- 
ered by taxes or real savings. As De Gaulle 
said, it “pl n 
of truth and austerity. 

Thus did De Gaulle almost overnight make 
France ready for full membership both in 
the Common Market and in a wider freer- 
trading community. The two are not ne 
sarily the same thing. The Common Market 
looks toward the economic and (eventual- 
ly) political unification of France, West 
Germany, Italy and Benelux. Its trade pol- 
iey toward the rest of the world could turn 
out to be either isolationist or liberal. 
Most O.E.E.C, members, led by Britain, have 
sought to fix its rudder in a liberal direc 
by surrounding it with a larger Free 
Area, French opposition to this scheme led 
to acrimonious negotiations; as late as Dee. 
15 Europe seemed almost on the brink of a 
general trade war. It was against this back- 
ground that De Gaulle made his dramatic de- 
cisions. Whereupon the finance ministers 
and central bankers of Europe, who get along 
much better than the trade negotiators, sud- 
denly found no further obstacles to the joint 
step to convertibility which they had been 
quietly discussing for weeks. By putting it 
into effect. they changed the whole atmos- 
phere and restored the forward direction of 
European progress, 

‘Their achievement is real but still preca- 
rious. De Gaulle’s drastic reforms will be an 
acid test of his leadership. In all 13 nations 
partial convertibility is inherently unstable; 
they may easily backslide into rigid exchange 
controls again unless they go forward to full 
convertibility. ‘Thus Europe’s courageous 
money men who have held to this goal will 
more than ever need U.S. moral and diplo- 
matic support. 

So will the liberalizers of Europe's trede 
policy. Congress has given the President 
power to negotiate a further 20% eut in U 
tariffs specifically for the purpose of bargain- 
ing with the Common Market. This power 
must he backed with other efforts to keep 
the Common Market pointed in an “open 
and outward-looking” direction. 

But meanwhile the news and the portents 
are good. Our visitor Mikoyan, the No. 
enemy of free world trade, has had a major 
setback. For a freer Europe is a stronger Ku- 
rope; and a free and healthy Atlantic trad- 
ing system means greater economic horizons 
for the U.S. and the whole free world.

Sometimes considerable ingenuity 
is used to make the fictitious 
appear genuine. One firm advertised 
a perfume in a national women’s 
magazine: "$1850 per ounce at bet 
ter shops.” The firm then by-passed 
the better shops, sold the perfume at 
50 cents an ounce to retailers, Each 
ounce bottle of perfume carried a 
sticker imprinted "$18.50." And with 
cach shipment went a copy of the 
magazine ad, blown up for window 
display. Customers buying at $4.95 
a bottle thought they were getting a 
bargain, Actually they were paying 
a markup of 990 percent! 

Manufacturers and distributors 
aren't the only culprits. When a mat- 
tress manufacturer was caught in 
phony pricing last year by the Pitts 
burgh BBB, he wrote: “The high 
retail price tag is something every 
manufacturer in the country regrets, 
but it is a national practice and the 
retailers all demand it.” The presi 
dent of Horrocks-Ibbetson Co., one 
of the nation’s top makers of fishing 
tackle, publicly stated last fall: “In 
the last few years we have been get 
ting requests from customers [re 
tailers} to mark a $20 rod $40—and 
then they sell it for $19.95.

The Secrets 
of a Golden Bowl 


UNKNOWN CULTURE IS UNEARTHED 


Century after century, for 2,800 years, the winds blowing across the dry 
plains of northwest Iran piled the mound of earth higher and higher over 
the golden bowl, hiding its beautifully decorated surface and, with it, the 
secrets of a high civilization. Only a few months ago Iranian and American 
scientists digging into the mound came upon the bowl and recognized in 
it one of the most cant objects ever unearthed, a discovery that may 
rank with the greatest of all archaeological finds. For the gods and goddesses 
riding lions and racing chariots around the bowl were worshiped by a 
people whose culture has been completely unknown to the world. 

In the 9th Century B.C., these people disappeared after their kingdom 
had been invaded, No one can tell exactly what their civilization was be- 
cause its art, a key in determining a culture, differs from all others, But 
essel shown on the next five pages much can be 
deduced about the men who made the bowl and held it sacred.

They concluded that the town was the 
westernmost fort of the Mannaeans, a people 
mentioned in the Bible as the ) 

‘The Mannaean kingdom was a turbulent 
one in which Mannae was a buffer state be- 
tween the Urartians, vigorous mountaineers 
from the bleak highlands of the northern Zag- 
ros Mountains, and the Assyrians, aggressive 

ity-dwellers from the rich lowlands along the 

‘Tigris and Euphrates river e rivals vied 
for the Mannaean realm because its strategic 
location by Lake Urmia controlled important 
passes through the Zagros. In Mannaean times 
the Urartians also fought the Neo-Hittites in 
the northwest, while Assyrian armies con- 
quered the wealthy Babylonians in the south 
and spread westward to dominate most of the 
Near East. Assyrian inscriptions speak of the 
Mannacans rebelling against Assyrian rulers. 
Sometime in the Ninth Century B.C. either 
‘Assyrians or Urartians besieged and burned 
the fortress at Hasanlu. 

Mannaean writing so far has not been found 
in their bastion, so the bowl remains the key 
to their beliefs. The vessel shows that in imag- 
inative manner the Mannaeans adapted the 
gods and myths of their predecessors (photos 
above) as well as of their neighbors. 

The winged disk crowning the bowl’s sun 
god resembles a symbol for Egyptian and As- 
syrian deities. Animals were branded for the 
gods in Babylonian temples, and lions, seen 
twice on the bowl, were favorite mounts of 
Hurrian and Neo-Hittite goddesses. The scene 
of a baby given to a god suggests a Hurrian 
myth in which the child becomes a mountain 
monster. The bow!'s episode of heroes grappling 
a demon may go back to one of man’s earliest 
epics. the 2000 B.C. Sumerian story of the 
warrior Gilgamesh who battled a forest giant.

The chief sleuth of the Mannaean mystery is 31-year-old Robert Dy- 
son Jr. (below), the Pennsylvania University archaeologist who 
headed the dig. After three months of dawn-to-dusk spadework, his 
team exposed most of the city’s palace. Then one evening a pickman 
uncovered a man’s hand and arm. “The finger bones were stained 
green from the verdigris of rows of bronze buttons under the skeleton,” 
Dyson recalls. ‘The coin-size disks were a form of armor, unknown to 
us, made of buttons sewn close together on leather.” With T. Cuyler 
Young Jr. and Charles A. Burney, his assistants, he began brushing 
silt off the bones and unexpectedly revealed a bit of gold. “Thinking it 
was a bracelet, I brushed some more. Our eyes got bigger and bigger 
as the sliver became a strip, and then a sheet, and then a golden bowl. 

“Lifting it gently from the armbones, I stuck it inside my shirt and 
went over to where our s ‘oline Dosker, was giving the 
workmen their day's pay.

"Here it is, men—the discovery of a lifetime!” As the gold glowed in 
the sunset, the group stared in disbelief. We nicknamed it Baby. Be- 
fore taking Baby to a vault for safekeeping, we washed it and filled 
it with wine.

Khrushchev motioned me to a chair at the side 
of this table, near the desk, and sat down op- 
posite me. The very skillful interpreter Oleg 
‘Troyanovsky took a seat between us at the end 
of the table and we got down to business. 

Troyanovsky, who is a son of the former 
Soviet ambassador in Washington, was a very 
important figure to me for the next eight hours. 
He had lived and gone to school in the U.S., 
and he seemed to know every shading of Amer- 
ican idiom and its Russian equivalent. He even 
had the Russian word for “lousy.” Khrushchev 
often talked for up to five minutes at a time, 
but Troyanovsky took notes and never lost 
the track. He was so skillful and unobtrusive 
that I soon felt as if Khru- 


shchev and I were talking 
without a go-between. Even 


though Khrushchev did not 
speak a word of English, I 
suspected that he understood 
some things I said before they 
were translated, and from his 
tone and mannerisms I often 
got his drift before | heard 
the E n. At least 
three times during the con- 
versation I asked Troyanov- 
sky if I was overstaying my 
welcome, and he said to leave 
that to Khrushehev: “If he 
wants you to go he will let 
you know.” When ‘Troyan- 
ovsky finally mentioned my 
qualms to Khrushchev, he 
waved his hands and said, 

"yet, nyet, stay—we have 
much to talk about.” And it 
was Troyanovsky who sup- 
plied me with paper and a 
pencil to take notes. I took 
none during the first hour 
and a half, figuring that Khru- 
shchev might he offended or 
talk less freely if Tdid. When 
I finally asked if it would be 
all right he said, “OF course, 
take all you wish,” and Troy- 
anovsky gave me a tablet of 
heavy paper. When I left, I 
had 24 pages of notes (see 
picture at right).

Nikita Khrushchev is a se- 
rious figure, never to be taken 
lightly. He laughed, cracked 
jokes and had a way of veering suddenly from 
the gravest topics with a quick jest or som 
soothing banality. But there was always a seri 
undertone. I got the feeling that Khru- 
shchev is a man with no time to waste. 

He is very conscious of his age. He remarked 
several times that he is 65, adding that he 
“won't be around forever.” (He observed that 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, who is 83, can 
hardly be conducting West Germany's affairs 
much longer.) Khrushchev did not “talk old.” 
He was brimming with life. But it was interest- 
ing that he should bring up the matter of age 
as often as he did, As always, he probably was 
making @ point. In this instance I think his 
point was that the next man in charge of So- 
viet policy may not be as reasonable as Khru- 
shchev professes to be, and therefore West- 
ern leaders had better come to terms with him. 

Khrushchev is an outgoing man who just 
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loves to talk. He seems to be under a driving 
compulsion to explain himself, and when he 
explains himself he reveals himself. I am sure 
that I learned much more from him and about 
him by coming back at his points with points 
of my own—points that he had to meet and 
discuss—than I would have learned if T had 
made some abrupt rejoinder. Here, I believe, 
is a cue for our government and allies. We will 
never settle the world’s problems just by talk- 
ing with Khrushchev, but we cannot lose by it 
and we may learn something useful. 

I have mentioned Khrushchev’s many as- 
sertions of pride and confidence in the power of 
the Soviet Union and the sense of insecurity 
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and inferiority that can also be detected in 
him. These two characteristics are not as con- 
tradictory as they may seem, Khrushchev re- 
minded me of somebody who has risen from 
poverty and weakness to wealth and power but 
is never wholly confident of himself and his 
new status. Khrushchev was a little foo as- 
sertive, a little too confident. Here, I conclud- 
ed, was a man who might be capable of at- 
tempting just about anything in order to prove 
—to himself as well as to others—that he and 
his country are as strong and invincible as he 
wants to believe they are. 

As a politician, I found one of Khrushchev's 
characteristics particularly engaging. He, too, 

a politician who seems to enjoy the great 
game of politics. His game is played in a very 
limited circle of a few hundred or perhaps a 
few score Communists in the top ranks. But 
he talked with apparently genuine delight of 
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s conversation with Khrushchev, show 
, but he is no warmonger.”) 


the way in which (to hear him tell it) he 
had outwitted Molotov, Zhukov, Bulganin, Ka- 
ganovich, Malenkov and others whom he has 
publicly denounced as “antiparty” scoundrels. 
Stalin would probably have had them killed, 
and I do not doubt that Khrushchev would do 
the same if he figured he had to and could get 
by with it. But, listening to his off-record ac- 
count of his recent maneuvers for power, I 
got a distinct impression that Khrushchev en- 
joys the party in-fighting. I gathered that he 
would rather outtalk and outsmart his oppo- 
nents than exile or liquidate them. He gives 
you the idea that his way is more fun, 

During the early part of our talk, before 

things warmed up, Khru 
shehey sat well back in his 
chair—relaxed, not disinter- 
ested but detached. When we 
got to subjects of immediate 
interest to him, he sat up, 
leaned forward and oceasion- 
ally emphasized his remarks 
with a pointed finger or a tap 
on the felt cover of the table, 
Tam sure that at times he was 
utterly furious. But he nev- 
er once potinded the table or 
so much as slapped it. He 
never spoke in a tone’ of an- 
ger. In an emotional moment 
his voice, normally a conver- 
sational monotone, might 
take on what I can only de- 
ribe as a kind of rounded 
foree, full and resonant. Or 
it might sharpen and rise 
(still without obvious anger), 
and he would speak in a rath: 
er staceato manner. When I 
replied with what I hope was 
courteous firmness, he invar- 
iably moderated his tone and 
often changed the subject. 

Besides his words, Premier 
Khrushchev talked a great 
deal with his eyes. They ap- 
peared to be a kind of bluish 
hazel, just a shade this side 
of brown, They were sharp 
eyes, but | would not call 
them “hard.” Most of the 
time they were wide open, al- 
most as if they were distend- 
ed. When Khrushchev was 
enjoying himself—maybe 
kidding someone or recall- 
ing his political bouts—they 
had a happy sparkle. In mo- 
ments of great intensity, how- 
ever, his brows would furrow and his eyes 
would narrow. I saw then what is meant by 
“burning eyes.” 

We were together a good hour and a half be- 
fore Khrushchev displayed much emotion of 
any sort. I did most of the talking in this peri- 
od. It has long been my belief that despite 
the political differences between the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union there are many areas of non- 
political cooperation that are open to our gov- 
ernments and people. I urged him to take a 
personal interest in these subjects. My chief 
emphasis was upon the great need and oppor- 
tunity for international cooperation in medi- 
cal research—for example, jointly combating 
cancer and heart disease—the approach that 1 
call “health for peace.” Khrushchev agreed 
(or professed to agree) with practically every- 
thing that I had to say on this vital subject. 
Among other things, he said the Soviet Union 
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will give enthusiastic support to my proposal 
that the U.N. sponsor a worldwide Interna- 
tional Public Health and Medical Research 
Year, probably in 1961, somewhat similar to 
the successful International Geophysical Year. 
He also promised to do his powerful best at 
the Moscow end to remove bureaucratic and 
political obstructions in the way of the cul- 
tural exchange program that the Soviet and 
‘American governments agreed upon a full year 
ago. With frequent ejaculations of “Da, da, 
da!” Khrushchev indicated that he be 
lieves as strongly as I do that both our 
countries stand to benefit from the maxi- 
mum exchange of visitors and knowledge, 

This aspect of our discussion was 
much more important than the limited 
space given it here suggests, Just before 
we parted, our talk returned to the mat- 
ter of collaboration in medical research, 
and Khrushchev again assured me of his 
interest and agreement. Whatever may 
come of it, I made a good try in a good 
cause. 

Khrushchev’'s enthusiasm on this sub- 
ject seemed to be genuine. Obviously, 
however, it was the restrained enthusi- 
asm of a man who is discussing things 
that he normally leaves to other peopl 
It was only when we took up the subjects 
of greatest interest to him—Berlin, nu- 
clear armaments and trade—that he real- 
ly warmed up. 

Khrushchev’s evident desire to have 
his full say on these subjects was, I be- 
lieve, one of two main reasons that our 
talk ran as long as it did. The other re: 
son was indicated in his reply to my stat 
ment that on everything except medic 
yperation I was in Moscow unofficial- 
ly, as an individual who did not speak 
for the American government or even 
for the Democratic party. “I know that 
you do not decide these affairs,” Khrushchev 
answered, “but you will play a part. You are 
a member of the Democratic majority and a 
member of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee.”” He knew all about the Democratic 
victory in the last elections, and I suspect 
that any other member of the enlarged Senate 
majority would have been welcomed as cor- 
dially as I was, A third reason for the length 
of our discussion may have been simply that 
there was much to talk about. Certainly I was 
not bored and Khrushchev clearly wanted me 
to stay for a dinner that had not been planned. 

Before quoting the passage that best in 
cates Khrushchev’s mood on Berlin, I wish to 
make it completely clear that his remarks nei- 
ther frightened me nor altered my convic 
that the United States and its allies can pre- 
serve free Berlin without war if they define a 
sound position and maintain it without wa- 
vering, With this said, I quote Khrushche 

“Now the three powers want to maintain 
troops in Berlin, but why? Your troops in Ber- 
lin are of no importance unless you want to 
make war. Why do you maintain this thorn? 
A free city, a free Berlin, could lead to the 
breaking of the ice between the U.S.S.R. and 
the U.S.A.” 

He became very firm and his voice rose as 
he continued: “Some of your mi 
have made stupid statements lately, s! 
to the effect that the United States will break 
through with tanks if the East German Re- 
public tries to get in the way. The Soviets have 
tanks, too, lots of them, and I warn you that 
we will use them. We have rockets, too, and 
we don’t even have to fire them from East 
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Germany. We can send them from the U.S.S.R. 
So don’t threaten me by talking about break- 
ing through with tanks. Might does not make 
right. Right makes might. The military argu- 
ment is no answer. Our troops are not the ones 
to play cards, our tanks are not there to show 
you the way to Berlin. We mean business. Un- 
iess there is an agreement satisfactory to the 
Soviet Union, the Soviet Union will carry 
through as it has suggested.” 

To Khrushchev it clearly was intolerable 


that thousands of American, British and 
French troops should be based in Berlin, in 
the heart of a Communist country. “It is a 
bone in my throat,” he said, and I am sure 
that he meant i 

Tt was during this part of the discussion 
that Khrushchev jabbed his forefinger at me 
and said several times (in re e to the 
US., of co y 
But it was a tone of restrained emotion, 
not of bluster, and a little later Khrushchev 
was also saying, “I have the deepest respect 
for President Eisenhower, I like President 
Eisenhower. We want no evil to the United 
States or to free Berlin. You must assure the 
President of this.” 


Khrushchev’s “‘chilblain treatment” 


HEN Khrushchey made this kind of 
switeh,I thought of my late father-in-law 
in South Dakoia and the way he treated chil- 
blains. He put his feet first in cold water, then 
in hot water. I was getting the Communist 
chilblain treatment from Dr. Khrushchev. 
Next to Berlin, the topic that appeared to 
concern Khrushchey most was nuclear arma- 
ment. Reviewing all that he said about it, I 
judge that he wanted to convey three princi- 
pal points: 1) the Soviet Union now has a su- 
and hydrogen bombs 
of all sizes, and the missiles to deliver them 
anywhere it chooses; 2) the Soviet Union se- 
riously wants an agreement to suspend further 
tests of nuclear weapons and may make some 
concessions in order to get it; and 3) the So- 
viet Union has no intention of agreeing to 
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anything that will restrict its ability to deliver 
surprise attacks. 

The subject of nuclear weapons came up in 
connection with the current U.S.-Soviet ne- 
gotiations at Geneva on the suspension of 
tests and the prevention of surprise attack. 

Khrushchey said that he was troubled by 
the American offer to suspend tests for a year 
while a permanent agreement is being worked 
out. “Whom are you trying to fool?” he said, 
‘ou know that it takes almost a year to set 

up a new series of tests. Your proposal 

is no proposal at all. It is a fraud.” I ex- 
plained that this part of our proposal was 

a demonstration of good faith, a show 

of willingness to proceed on trust until 

a satisfactory control system is evolved. 

He did not appear to be convinced. But 

he said that he agreed, and had already 

instructed his delegation, that a single 
document should cover both the agree- 
ment to suspend in principle and the 
controls adopted to enforce suspension 

—an important concession, in my view 

The American suggestion thal a c 
tain number of tests for peaceful pur- 
poses be exempted from any suspension 
agreement also bothered Khrushchev. 

He repeated the familiar argument that 

all nuclear tests have some military val- 

ue and said with much emphasis that 
he preferred “no explosions at all!” But 
if some had to be allowed in order to 
reach an agreement, “your side and our 
side must have an equal number.” Thi 
was one of many indications that equali 
ty with the U.S. in all things—and Amer- 
ican accepta the Soviet Union as 
an equal—is of great importance to Khru- 
shehev. “Look how you always put us in 
the minority,” he complained at another 
point, referring to the Soviet position in 
the U.N. "If anything is to be accom. 
plished, there must be agreement between the 
Great Powers!” 

In a similar vein, he implied that the U.S. 
should be discussing questions of outer space 
directly with the Soviet Union instead of rais- 
ing them in the U.N. So now,” Khrushchev 
said, “the United States discusses out 
with Guatemala—but Guatemala doe: 
to be too advanced in outer-space 

I replied that the Soviet Union cannot al- 
ways expect to have its own way. Cooperation 
requires concessions and adjustments. “You 
give a formidable reply,” Khrushchev said, 
“but what can we do? We have made many pro- 
posals to make a start on agreements with the 
United States, but they are always rejected.” 

He dismissed the Geneva negotiations on 
surprise attack with the accusation that the 
U.S. was merely secking military intelligence 
and had no real desire for an agreement. "Your 
delegation has only one purpose: to spy on the 
Soviet Union,” he said. When I answered that 
the Soviet Union was “too suspicious,” he 
dropped the subject. 

Talking about the Soviet Union’s wealth 
in nuclear bombs, Khrushchev said it had so 
many that he was thinking of diverting some 
fissionable materials to industrial uses. At this 
point he told me about the now famous five. 
megaton bomb. “I am going to tell you a se- 
cret,” he said. In his most serious tone he 
then said that Soviet scientists had recently 
developed “a five-million-ton bomb” using less 
than one-tenth of the fissionable material that 
previously would have been required to pro- 
duce an explosion of this magnitude. 

"That is very interesting,” I said, indicating 
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to Khrushchev that I was not overly impressed. 

I knew enough about the subject to realize 
that his reference to the amount of material 
used in the bomb was more significant than 
the explosive capacity he claimed. He was sug. 
gesting that the Soviet Union has a super- 
bomb that can be carried in a relatively small 
warhead. 

Khrushchev led with equal skill into his 
other big “seeret,” his 8,700-mile missile. The 
discussion had shifted from bombs to trade, 
and he explained rather loftily that the Soviet 
Union has no need to buy military weapons or 
materials from the United States. Suddenly 
he laughed and said, as if making a great 
joke, “Maybe we ought to have competi- 
tion on rockets.” Watching me careful- 
ly, he continued, "You know, we are 
having trouble testing our intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missiles, They shoot too far. 
Now you Americans, you have lots of 
space to shoot your rockets, but we are 
short of space 

Well,” I going along with his 
mood, “if you are having all this trouble, 
we will be glad to test your rockets for 
you.” Nothing doing, he replied. On| 
Soviet technicians could run his rockets, 
Then he got to his point: "You know, 
I will tell you something that you do 
not know and your government doesn’t 
know. We havea new one that we haven't 
heen able to test adequately. We have 
to test it in stages.” He then said that it 
was a missile with a range of 14,000 kil- 
ometers (8,700 miles). His reference to 
it in stages” may have meant 
that it not actually been fired the full 
distance. I did not ask. 

When he proceeded to rib me on the 
general superiority in weapons that he 
claimed for the Soviet Union, I told him 
flatly that we were fully satisfied with ours, too. 

Khrushchev brought his argument for ex- 
panded trade and economic rather 
tary competition between the Soviet U 
and the Western powers into most of the situ- 
ations we discussed. Why not compete 
nomically instead of through NATO? Why 
not substitute economic competition for the 
present conflict over Be 
mutual strength by e 
he said again and again.

A hint of coming events 


K sucuey called another shot without 
naming the target. Hesaid that he intended 
to diminish the secret police forces and reduce 
the numbers of Soviet policemen in the Krem- 
lin and elsewhere. “There are going to be si 
nificant changes in the police,” he said. A few 
days later I read that General Ivan A. Sero 
chief of state security, who was thought to be 
one of Khrushchev’s closest supporters, had 
been removed. 

‘The gulf between Khrushchev and me was 
sevencstdlen: hantahen! werent latte ditaGa 
over the nature of capitali “socialism” 


(meaning Soviet Communism). Our argument 
forcefully reminded me that we need more anti. 
Communist Americans who can talk the lan- 
guage of Marxism with Marxists, Certainly 
am going to review my early reading of Marx 
and Engels before I return to the Soviet Un- 
ion (as | hope to do). As it was. Khrushchev 
and I were talking different political languages. 
I told him that he was sadly uninformed as to 
how American capitalism really works and he 
told me Americans “just plain don't und 

stand us.” His remarks included a remarkable 
statement of the Communist idea of freedom: 


"In the U.S.S.R. there is freedom.” Khru- 
shehev said. “In the capitalist world 
there is freedom of enterprise, freedom 
just to take care of you In the 


U.S.S.R. freedom means every member 
taking care of all the others. The citizen 
of the U.SS.R. regards the country’s 
welfare as his own welfare. This needs to 
be understood, As a religious man be- 
lieves in God, so does a citizen of a social- 
ist country depend on the welfare of the 
country as a whole. You believe in God 
and you believe that your welfare is 
y in the hands of God. We believe 
ndividual’s welfare is the welfare of 
ate and is in the hands of the state.” 
rushchey spoke with varying de- 

ces of approval of several prominent 
Americans. When I referred to President 
Eisenhower as a man of integrity, Khru- 
shchev agreed: “He is a very honest man 
who wants peace.” Ex-President Truman 
got a mixed and oddly familiar mention: 
“L did not like Truman, I did not like 
Truman's policies, but Truman did make 
decisions.” The newspaper reports that 
Adlai Stevenson and Walter Lippmann 
wrote after interviewing Khrushchev 
were “the best of the worst,” Even a 
recent speech by Vice President Nixon came in 
for warm approval: Khrushchev thought the 
Vice President's call upon the West to put 
more effort into economic competition with 
the Soviet Union was just fine. 

Khrushchev spoke of Secretary of State Dul- 
les with bitterness and disdain. “I am sorry 
that the policies of the United States are made 
by Dulles.” Khrushchev said, “He is a man of 
a very special kind of character. This is your 
own internal matter, but that is not only my 
view. Throughout the whole world he is. re- 
garded in the same way. It is not just I who do 
not like Mr. Dulles, If you don’t think so, read 
the British press and the French press and the 
press of other countries. However I will tell 
you that the Soviet Union will survive. We 
have survived many secretaries of state.” 

AL one point Khrushchev characterized Mr. 
Dulles as “imperialist” and “warlike.” and I 
sharply disagreed. If that were so, I said, P 
ident Eisenhower would not have him as his 
ary of State and the people wouldn't 
him, either. “Let us hear no more of 
I said, and we heard no more of it. 

Khrushchev once ticked me off in somewhat 
the same fashion, We had been talking about 
colonialism” and I remarked that. after all 
Americans were “the original anti-colonials. 
We will not speak of this, we may di 
ce,” Khrushchev said. 

Khrushchev used some of his harshest lan- 
guage—but in a tone of gleeful good humor. 
when he discussed President Eisenhower's r 
jection last July of a request for credits to 
finance Soviet purchases of consumer goods in 
the U.S. Khrushchev said that in our propa- 
ganda we had been telling the Soviet people

how badly off they were and how sorry Americans were for them, and 
that he “just got tired of it.” So he wrote a personal letter to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, requesting the credits. Khrushchev continued that 
he was delighted when the President rejected the request. “You helped 
me,” he said. "You showed my people that you did not really care 
about them. You walked right into it. You were stupid, you were fools!” 

He then recalled that Peter the Great had been very grateful to King 
Charles XII of Sweden for defeating the Russian armies time after 
time in the 18th Century. Peter, finally forced to modernize his 
armies in order to defeat the Swedes, later felt that Charles had done 
him a great favor. The U.S., Khrushchev implied, had done the Soviet 
Union the same kind of favor with its embargoes and other restric- 
tions by “compelling us to depend on our own resources.” 

We had been talking without pause for four hours when, at 7, 
Khrushchev said, “Let’s go to the toilet.” During this interlude, 
while Khrushchev was in the private dressing quarters that adjoin 
his office, I said to Troyanovsky that “I have been here far too long,” 
but the interpreter said I should not leave unless Khrushchev sug- 
gested it. Instead of bidding me goodby, Khrushchev proposed that 
we have a snack in the office and continue our talk. “We will be like 
you Americans, off the record,” he said. That was my cue to stop 
taking notes, and we talked for the next three hours with the under- 
standing that what was said would not be reported. However, nothing 
of great moment was lost to history. Berlin and the Geneva negotia- 
tions were never once mentioned, for example. 

It was obvious from the scurrying of office aides and waiters that 
no meal had been planned. We proceeded from small sandwiches of 
bologna, cheese and crab meat through caviar and fresh fruits to 
broiled slices of beef and a fowl I never did identify. Khrushchev had 
told me earlier that he had kidney trouble, and during dinner he 
drank only mineral water, tea and one small glass of Armenian brandy. 
Thad mineral water, coffee and a single glass of brandy. 

At around 9 o'clock I remarked that I had met Anastas Mikoyan 
at a diplomatic reception, and Khrushchev said a talk with him about 
trade and economic competition would be good for me. Thereupon 
he pressed a button on his desk. When nobody responded, he pressed 
another button. An aide who appeared from the outer office was told 
to find Mikoyan. A few moments later he reported that the deputy 
premier was on the way from his home. I judged from this sequence 
of button work that Khrushchev expects Mikoyan and presumably 
other Soviet ministers to be around at any hour, and that when they 
are in their offices he summons them by buzzer. 

Mikoyan arrived within 15 minutes and for another two hours the 
three of us carried on the same sort of discussion that I have alread 
reported. The hands of the clock on the office wall pointed to 1 
when Mikoyan stood up and said, ‘I am tired. It is time to go hom 
As far as I could tell when I said goodby to Nikita Khrushchev he 
would have been good for another eight hours if his deputy minister 
had not broken up the party.
